Arfw. In the firft place we are to make a wide 
diference between the propheticad and Hijtorical writers 
ofthe bible ; what's written Aiftoricaly mutt not be 
fuppos'’d to admit of fuch a Jaritude, of fuch a manner 
of expreffion as we find in the propbesical, which have 
a duite different /cbeme of fpeech generally more fizu- 
racive, and confequently more rais'd and fublime then 
the other; in order to make the ftronger and mere 
iafting umpretfion on the minds of men, and this affer- 
tion is evident to any whe is but in the leaft tolierable 
meafure vers'd in the facred writings, Let us again 
coalider the manner ‘of expreffion among the Fems and 
Fajiern Nations, nothing, being more common in the 
Scriptures then to afcribe that to God as the efficicas 
caujc, which he does only permit, for the punifhment, 
ortrya! ot any perfon: As, “ Isthere evil in the City 
“& theLord hath not done it?that is,permitted it,if evil 
of fin, and indeed he feems to do no more, in moft 
other Evils, even where they are punifhments. This 


being granted, an‘ one thing more, that tis evident, 


mary things may be repretented ia Vifion, in fome- 
what a different manner from that where. they are 
really pertorm'd, nay fometimes where they are not at 
all effs@ed, as that of St. Peters fheet Iet down trom 
Heaven, Jacobs Ladder, and feveral others., Thefe 
poftulata being tirft eftablifh’d, we think there will be 
no great diticulty in clearing this Text and others of 
thefame natere, nor yet any danger of making that 
a parable which isa Z7tSory, 

For to apply this, it’s abain that Micaia’s Speech here 
is a prophecy of Ababs defirudion, and fecms to be jom- 
thing paraboltcally expreft, as that of Nathan to David, 
tho we are apt to believe there was more ig this then 
the former inftance; the Lord fent Nathan to David 
and Nathan faid unto David, ** thus faith tke Lard 
God of J/rael, He feemsto have been fent by fom’ 
inward Command, or infpiration only ; whereas in the 
cale of Micaia, here was an outward reprefentation, or 
vifion: * 1 faw the Lord (fays he pofitively) fitting on his 
Throne,@c. as he was afterwatds feen by Ifats, Ezekiel, 
and others. Now for the feeming barfbnz/s of fome 
exprefiions that follow, fome allowance, we thihk, may 
be made from the prophetical, myftical, and vilionary 
yebeme of things and Notions which is bere ufed, and as 
to what remains, twill, if we miftake not, be fuffici- 
cutly cleartd from our fecond contideration. How 
Truth, or Goodnefs injurfd, by permitting a 
micaed Spirit to deceive an Idolatrous King, who had 
told Lumielt to work wickednels; And tempt him to 
iis own deftru&ion, any more then in permitting the 
tame Spirfefo work ac this time, in the Aarts and 
Tongues of Bagyhemers, Aibefis and Unbelievers, tho 
they themleles are unfenfible of if? Let ‘em not 
miftake, God is certainly juft as well as good, nay, 
he coud not be the former, if he were not the lat- 
ter; and to they'll find, as Abad and Zedekiah did, 
without Repemtance. Nor yet will they thea have 
aay reaion to blame his goodnels then shad here, 
who hac fach fair warning given him, and had he 
taken. 4, might, as weil as the Nunevites, have 
avoided this shreaten'd Je/truttion.
